Sacramento, Cat., April 29.— A day of 
conference between Secretary of State 
Uryan and Governor Johnson and the 
members of the California legislature 
over proposed anti alien 
land 
laws 
ended with the conference 
adjourned 
to await replies to messages sent to 
Washington by Mr Uryan. 
The Impression prevailed here when 
the conference adjourned that the re­ 
solve of the majority leaders, previous 
ly announced, to enact a hill speciflcal 
ly debarring ‘ aliens ineligible to citi­ 
zenship*' from owning land in Culifor 
nia remained unchanged, although Mr. 
Uryan us the personal representative 
of President Wilson advised strongly 
against such action. 
Governor 
John­ 
son indicated this in a 
brief, intense 
address to the conference. He declared 
California's right to follow’ the lead of 
other states in framing the land bill 
was unquestioned and said such action 
now seemed assured. 
Presen ts Presid en t’s Views. 
"I 
have 
presented the 
president’s 
views as I understand them.” declared 
Mr. Uryan to the conference Just be- j 
fore it adjourned. 
"I shall submit to 
him the further questions 
you 
have 
asked me, calling attention to the stut 
utes of Washington and Arizona, and 
I shall he prepared 
later, I 
hope, to 
give you his answer.” 
After a long and stormy session, Sec­ 
retary Uryan, under the tierce tire of 
oratory and 
hot definitions of state’s 
rights, was forced to admit his inabil 
ity to say California should not enact 
such laws as she liked. 
“ This is a matter which can be 
settled 
by diplomatic negotiations,” 
said Secretary of State Uryan to the 
legislature. 
‘‘The 
national 
govern­ 
ment asks you to let alien land owner­ 
ship legislation lie over until the next 
session.” 
So u th ern er Is fo r War. 
Washington, 
‘April 
29. 
A 
‘‘war 
speech” in support of the proposed 
California anti-alien land law was de­ 
livered in the house by Representa­ 
tive Thomas I'ptou Sisson of Mis­ 
sissippi. 
“ If we must have war or submit to 
this indignity, I am for war,” cried Mr. 
Sisson, ” 1 am with the people of Cali­ 
fornia in their efforts to prevent these 
aliens in acquiring land. 
I believe 
that, no non-resident alien should he 
allow» d to hold a single foot of land tn 
the territory of the United States, 
What would Washington say in an­ 
swer to the question, war or submis­ 
sion? 
What

I resent the ef­ 
forts of Japan to force us to submit 
to her demand*.” 
Status o f th e Allen In States. 
Mr. Sisson took the position that 
the Japanese government in protest­ 
ing against alien land legislation was 
endeavoring to exempt its citizen* 
from the operation of the laws of the 
states. 
“ The president and secretary of 
state,” said Mr. Sisson, ‘ should only 
assure an alien government that the 
people of that alien nation would be 
dealt with fairly in accordance with 
the law of the state. 
Any other posi­ 
tion would lead to the federal govern­ 
ment taking out from under the laws 
of the states the citizens of another 
nation. 
Hut all citizens or aliens resi- 
dent in a state must be held subject 
to its laws, and to exempt the alien 
would give him privileges over and 
above those accorded to American citi­ 
zens.” 
Mr Sisson contended that the peo­ 
ple of California had the right to pass 
laws regarding alien holding of land 
as in their judgment seemed 
best,
